logical. In the special session of Con- 
gress 112 out of 126 Republicans in the 
House, and 26 Republicans out of 37 in 
the Senate, sustained the President and 
voted to carry out his recommenda- 
tion to Congress. It was therefore an 
indorsement of the President to vote 
for the party that grve him its almost 
unanimous vote in Congress.

LAKGKLY A FAMII.Y AFFAIR. 


The distribution of offices in the de- 


partments at Washington is said to be 
largely a family affair. Politics has very 
little to do with the matter, and in 
some instances 
efficiency 
is 
not 


considered. Heads of departments, 
chiefs of bureaus, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, individually run the public 
service as though it was created ex- 
pressly for their benefit. A special 
Congressional investigating committee 
finds that of 17,599 employes in the de- 
partments at Washington, no less than 
5,610 have relatives at the same time 
drawing government salaries. 
Five 


officials have each eight relatives in 
the service with themselves; twenty- 
six have five each, ninety-aix have four 
each; two hundred and seventy-nine 
have three each, and so on to the end 
of the 1'st. Several cases are given by 
the committee where nearly entire 
families, parents, brothers and sisters 
are holding positions and drawing pay 
from the government. 


The question has been raised whether 


those facts are telling for or against 
reform. The sportsmen, who want the 
patronage apportioned among politic- 
ians, charge that the system injures the 
party, while others take a different 
view of the matter and say the service 
is better than if the places were given 
to professional politicians wholly un- 
qualified to fill them. 


GOLD AND 8II.VJ5K EXPORTS ANO 


IMPORTS. 


A statement of the exports and im- 


ports of gold and silver at New York 
for the ten months ending November 1, 
1893, is published. The gold imports 
were $58,288,543, and the gold exports 
$70,123,078, showing a net loss of about 
$12,000,000. The silver imports were 
$2,183,864, and the silver exports $26,- 
826,333; excess of exports over imports 
$24,142,469. 


This shows that there is nothing in 


the cry raised about coining American 
silver exclusively at the mints. We are 
exporting about thirteen times as much 
silver as we import and if the mints 
•were open for its coinage, all imported 
silver bullion coined here would have 
to be invested here, as American coins 
are not a legal tender in foreign coun 
tries and would be of lees value in 
those countries than the bullion befor 
it was coined.

One of the Mo»t Important Principle* of 


Agriculture. 


The system of rotation is one of first 


WEEK an(^ most important principles of gen- 


j eral husbandry, anil it cannot be om- 
mitted without manifest disadvantage 
and loss. The practice is one of quite 
modern date, although it was partially 
made use of in Flanders and some 
other highly cultivated countries of 
Europe a century ago. 


The place of rotation was formerly 


supplied by nnl:ed fallovin. This prac- 
tice consists in giving the soil an occa- 
sional or periodical rest, in which the 
crop is taken off and the soil is al- 
lowed to produce what it pleases, or 
nothing at all, for one or more years, 
after which time it will have become 
refreshed and invigorated for the pro- 
duction of its usual crops. This sys- 
tem, 
it will be perceived, implies the 


loss of the income from the soil for a 
certain period of time, and can be tol- 
erated only when the farmer possesses 
more land than can be cultivated. 


Modern agricultural science has 


detected, in part, at least, the true 
theory of the necessity for rotation. 
It 


has been discovered that every crop 
robs the soil of a portion of its ele- 
ments, and that no two dissimilar 
crops abstract these elements or their 
compounds from the soil in the same 
proportions. It is not only necessary 
that these elements be present in the 
soil, but they must be present In pre- 
cisely the form adapted to the wants of 
the growing plant. That they exist in 
every soil, in some condition, to an 
amount large enough to afford the 
quantity required by the crop, can 
hardly be doubted, but that they are 
all in a form to supply the full demand 
of a luxuriant crop is probably true 
only of such as are found, under fav- 
orable circumstances of season and 
climate, to have produced the largest 
and best crops. 


If a succession of any given crops 


are gathered and carried off the land 
without occasional manuring they will 
be found to gradually diminish in 
quantity until they reach a point when 
they will scarcely pay the expenses of 
cultivation. This is true of all crops 
and soil, however naturally fertile the 
latter may be, unless they receive an 
occasional, or annual dressing from 
the overflow of enriching floods, or are 
artificially irrigated with water holding 
in solution the necessary fertilizing 
matters. 
Old meadows, or mowing 


lands filled with natural or unculti- 
vated grasses, etc., are no exceptions to 
this rule, for though they part with a 
portion of their annual crop in the hay, 
which is lemoved and not returned as 
manure, and by a partial rest or pastur- 
age appear to sustain their original 
fertility, yet, if the true character of 
the various plants which they produce 
be carefully observed (all of which are 
indiscriminately embraced Under the 
general head of grass and bay), it will 
be found that they gradually change 
from year to year, and while some pre- 
dominate in one season, others take 
their place a second season, and are in 
turn supplanted by others in an un- 
ceasing round of rotation. Another 
illustration of natural rotation is seen 
in the succession of forest trees that 
shoot up on the same soil to take the 
place of such of their predecessors as 
have decayed or been cut down. Thus 
the pine and other conifera are fre- 
quently found to usurp the place of 
the oak, the chestnut and other decidu- 
ous trees. 


Many choice bottom lands and others 


well supplied by nature with all the 
materials of fertility have by a long 
continued cropping been reduced to a 
condition of comparative sterility. 
Yet it will be found in the progress of 
this exchaustion, that after the soil has 
ceased to give an adequate return of 
one crop, as of wheat, corn, etc., it will 
still yield abundantly of another crop. 
Nature is constantly, silently at work 
renovating the land and producing 
these changes in the soil which enable 
it to contribute to the production of 
vegetable matter. In the process of 
natural disintregation enough lime, or 
potash, or phosph iric acid may be 
made available for the requirements of 
one crop, but these elements may be 
the ones principally used by that crop J 
and if the same crop follows in quick 
succession there will be a deficiency, 
yet if a different crop succeeds, there 
may be found sufficient of all the ma- 
terials to fully mature it. Another 
crop succeeds it and demands materials 
in forms and proportions not used by 
either of the preceding crops, and by 
the time it is desired to plant the first 
crop again the soil contains the food 
necessary for its growth in available 
form and sufficient quantity for a re- 
munerative return. Thus we see one 
benefit of rotation. 


Another prominent advantage of ro- 


tation is in enabling such crops to re- 
ceive the benefit of manure as cannot 
receive it -without injury if applied di- 
rectly upon them. Thus wheat and 
other white grains are liable to over- 
growth and rust and mildew if manured 
with fresh dang; yet this may be 
applied without harm to corn, roots and 
most hoed crops, and when tempered 
with one season's exhaustion and the 
various changes which take place in 
the soil, it is a safe medium for the 
supply of plant food to the smaller 
cereals. 


Another benefit of rotation is that 


it brings the laud into hoed crops at 
proper intervals, clearing it of trouble- 
some weeds which may infest it. And

and exposure to frosts with the change 
of cultivation which rotation necessi- 
tates will seriously affect their num- 
bers and may entirely destroy them. 


It is because elements, essential to 


vegetable growth, have been abstracted, 
not that others hurtf nl to it have been 
added by preceding crops, that rota- 
tion is made necessary. From all that 
has been learned on the subject, either 
from science or practice, two general 
principles may be advanced as a guide 
to the farmer in his course of cropping: 


1st. Cultivate as great a variety of 


plants as soil, circumstances 
avid 


market will justify. 


2nd. 
Have the same, or any similar, 


crops follow each other at intervals as 
widely separated as is consistent with 
best interests. 


It is evident that the proper system 


of rotation for any farmer to follow 
depends entirely upon his surround- 
ings and must vary according to cir- 
cumstances.

COMKTS. 


So Far They Have Ballled Scientists. 
Professor Barnard, of the Lick Ob- 


servatory, lectured in San Francisco 
Thursday evening. The speaker said: 


" Comets are bodies of gaseous mat- 


ter, a little drier toward the middle 
than at the outsides. As this middle 
descends toward the sun it grows 
brighter and a little star-like body 
appers and emits jets of brilliant mat- 
ter, which streams out as a nebulous 
body and fprms the tail. What before 
was small in dimensions extends to 
enormous sizes, stretching out 200,000,- 
000 of miles. What this matter is we 
know not. It is supposed the tail is 
composed of vapor. This we are not 
sure of. The spectroscope does not 
reveal correctly or satisfactorily what 
they are. Hydro-carbons are found in 
them. When a comet passes between 
the earth and a star you can see the 
star through the comet. You think 
the star is in front, when it is known 
positively that the star is farther away 
than the comet. What the nucleus is 
composed of we know not. No astron- 
omer has positively seen a nucleus of a 
comet pass between the earth and a 
star. So it is not certain whether this 
center spot is transparent or opaque. 
It is supposed that the nucleus is com- 
posed of meteoric stone."
